EXCAVATING

the removal of 132 yards of earth.

First floor 9'0"; Second floor 8'0*. 

FRAMING MATERIAL 

All the framing material such as sills, joists, plates, 
studding and rafters, etc., is No. 1 Hemlock dressed to 
standard width and thickness. This material is all 
accurately cut-to-fit and clearly marked to conform with 
working blueprints. 

CENTER SILL 

Built up of four 2" x 8*. Built-up sills are preferable to the 
solid sill for in the built-up sill the distribution of the 
direction of the grain is such that any weakness caused 
by cross grain in the material is distributed along the 
sill. Extra sills for post or pier construction can be 
furnished at an additional cost. 

BOND TIMBERS 

The bond timbers are 2" x 6" furnished for around the 
top of the foundation wall.

Pure linseed 
oil with sufficient turpentine 
thinning. No paint, stain 



SASH 

All sash are manufactured from clear White Pine l%" 
thick, divided as shown. On casement sash the meeting 
stiles are rabbeted and the bottom rail is designed to 
prevent leaking. 

CELLAR WINDOWS 

No cellar windows are furnished as it is usually desired 
that the foundation be all completed with the cellar 
windows in place by the time the house arrives. (Prices, 
however, will be quoted on request.) 

GLASS 

All sash are glazed with "A" quality sheet glass, the glass 
being well bedded, tacked and puttied. 

BUILDING PAPER 

Building paper of a heavy grade is included with the 
hardware in sufficient quantities for its use between 
the sub and finished floors and on all outside walls. 

RIDGE ROLLS, FLASHINGS, ETC. 

We include with the hardware, flashings for chimneys 
and valleys, metal ridge roll for ridge and hip shingles 
for hips. Gutters and downspouts are only furnished 
when ordered extra. 



SHINGLE STAIN 

When shingles are used on the sidewalls, sufficient 
shingle stain is furnished for one heavy brush coat. 
Sherwin-Williams shingle stain is of the highest quality. 
The color does not bleach out as with ordinary stain.

No materials are furnished for the plumbing, heating 
and lighting, but we carry several different styles of 
fixtures, prices on which will be quoted on request. 

WINDOW AND DOOR SCREENS 
AND BLINDS 

Window and outside door screens and blinds, as well 
as screens for porches, are not included in the regular 
specifications, but they can be furnished at very reason- 
able prices which will be quoted on request. 

EXTRA MATERIAL 

Extra material is always included with each shipment 
to take care of any possible breakage or shortage. In 
most cases it is desirable to run the soil pipes between 
the studding which requires a 6* instead of a 4* partition. 
Extra pieces of 2" material are furnished so the partition 
can be made 6* wide. 
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QUESTIONS and ANSWERS 



YOUR study of the preceding pages has, no doubt, convinced you 
why you should build a Lewis Home — but, never having had pre- 
vious experience in building in this way, there may be some questions 
still unanswered. Let us know if your question has not been answered 
here. 



QUESTION: I want to build a home, but I am not sure 
that I want a Lewis Home. Tell me just why I should 
build a Lewis Home? 

ANSWER: A Lewis Home first of all is designed by 
experts, planned and constructed economically, being a 
practical house, thoroughly livable and comfortable. 
You will have the service and advice of experts in every 
branch of home building. You see actual photographs 
of your home and know exactly how it will look when 
completed. You will know that it is correctly designed 
and is constructed of the finest selected materials. A 
Lewis Home is your insurance against the costly errors 
and many years of dissatisfaction resulting from over- 
looked details. 

QUESTION: But I have talked to a builder and he 
strongly advised me against building a Ready Cut Home. 
He said that Ready Cut houses were like a Chinese puzzle, 
that they were likely to be short in material and that the 
material was of inferior quality and they did not come up 
to the building specifications of any community. He also 
said they were flimsy. His advice would be most strongly 
to leave the proposition alone and to build by the good 
old-fashioned method. Is this true? 

ANSWER: Invariably such a builder has never had 
actual experience in building a Lewis Home. Builders 
are the quickest to recognize the time, labor and waste- 
saving advantages in building a Lewis Home, and we 
number hundreds of contractors in all parts of the country 
amoung our most valuable customers and friends. Your 
builder will actually find less sorting necessary than he 
will be obliged to do in building from regular yard stocks, 
if he conscientiously sorts such yard stocks so they will 
cut to advantage without a large percentage of waste. 



Our material comes carefully bundled and distinctly 
marked, and by unloading the material at the building 
site according to the lay-out plan we furnish, no further 
sorting is necessary. The construction of Lewis Homes 
and the materials furnished are fully covered in our 
specifications and guarantee of ABSOLUTE SATIS- 
FACTION. You have no such protection in building 
any other way. 

QUESTION: But I would not want a house that looked 
flimsy even though it were strong and durable. 

ANSWER: Do not confuse Lewis Homes with the make- 
shift portable houses or cheaply constructed ready-cut 
industrial houses which are in no way similar. An 
examination of our specifications will assure you that our 
construction is substantial and permanent and in addition 
you know that the design is the tested product of an 
experienced architect. Every detail in a Lewis Home 
has been carefully considered before being finally adopted. 
Our architects are not limited to what a local dealer 
usually carries in stock, but have the facilities of a huge 
millwork factory to draw from. 

QUESTION: But will any contractor understand how to 
go about putting up one of these houses? 

ANSWER: Any contractor who is capable of building 
a home from the ordinary plans, cutting the materials 
on the job by hand, can surely construct a home when all 
this difficult work has been done for him and he is fur- 
nished with plans which clearly show every minor detail 
of construction. In addition, he has detailed instructions 
making it possible, in fact, for almost anyone with even 
a slight degree of carpentry knowledge, to do the work 
heretofore conducted by the experienced builder. It is 
just plain common sense applied to home building. 
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QUESTION: Why can I build a Lewis Home for a 
price so much lower than I can build a house locally by 
jld-fashioned methods?

QUESTION: I don't see how close fitting joints could 
be made if the siding and also the base board is cut-to-fit 
at the mill. Is absolutely every piece of material cut-to- 
fit? 

ANSWER: The siding is only squared at one end, leaving 
each piece long enough so that it can be trimmed to give 
a tight fitting joint between the casings and corner 
boards. The base boards are furnished in long lengths 
as they must be fitted after the walls are plastered. The 
same is true with the mouldings. See specifications on 
Pages 146 to 150. 

QUESTION: But I don't find a home in your book 
that exactly suits me. 

ANSWER: Any practical changes to meet with your 
particular needs can be carried out. We shall be glad 
to co-operate with you in adapting any Lewis Home to 
your requirements. 

QUESTION: How about the staircase? Does it have 
to be fitted? 

ANSWER: The staircase is shipped ready to put up 
without any cutting. The risers and treads have been 
cut and fitted. The mortises have been cut in the 
strings and even wedges and glue to wedge in the steps 
are furnished so all the carpenter has to do is to put the 
staircase together. See illustration on Page 148 showing 
how the stair material is cut-to-fit. 

QUESTION: Is it true that hundreds of Lewis Homes 
have actually been built and have proved to be satis- 
factory? 

ANSWER: Practically every Lewis Home has been 
built hundreds of times. Read the unsolicited letters 
from many of the owners. Thousands of Lewis Homes 
stand as testimony to the savings and satisfaction afforded 
by this efficient method. 

QUESTION: You claim that there will be a saving of 
40% in the cost of labor in putting up a Lewis Home. 
Do you really mean it? 

ANSWER: We mean exactly that. If, under the old 
methods, the carpenter work and other incidental labor 
would cost 31,000, a Lewis Home of the same size and 
general character should only cost 3600.

We do not furnish any of 
the materials for the foundation so your contractor can 
secure the necessary cement, brick, etc., locally and have 
this part of the work finished when the car arrives with 
the house. 

QUESTION: I will assume then, that I have my founda- 
tion contracted for and built. What is the next step? 

ANSWER: As soon as you receive the complete plans 
and building instructions, you can engage the carpenter 
contractor who is to build your home. Then by the time 
the foundation is finished the Lewis Home should be 
delivered at your railroad station, everything carefully 
loaded in a freight car. You will be furnished with a plan 
showing where each of the different kinds of material 
should be piled so as to be readily available when needed 
— Delays or mistakes will be practically eliminated and 
the house will go up like magic before your eyes. 
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QUESTION; Supposing that I run short of material? 

ANSWER: Such cases are an exception. Extra material 
is always furnished with every shipment for use should it 
be required. Each shipment is so carefully checked that 
errors very seldom occur. Should there be a shortage, 
however, a rush shipment is made from our factory, or 
you are asked to purchase the necessary material locally, 
the cost of same to be paid by us. Our guarantee fully 
protects you.
